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Education  Takes  Top  Priority

Selwyn  House  is  extremely  pleased  to 
announce  that  on  the  night  of 
March  5,  the  Board  accepted  the 
recommendation  of  the  Academic 
Committee  to  open  a  second 
kindergarten  for  September  1 996. 

The  concept  was  always  a 
component  of  Selwyn's  strategic  plan, 
even  when  its  first  kindergarten 
welcomed  the  school's  youngest  students 
back  in  the  fall  of  1994. 

Mr.  William  Mitchell  is  confident 
that  the  planned  expansion  will  better 
meet  the  needs  ot  prospective  parents  by 
addressing  a  major  contemporary 
concern. 

With  the  demand  for  a  more 
comprehensive  education  at  the  primary 


level  on  the  rise,  the  expansion  of  the 
existing  kindergarten  is  crucial,  and,  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  Fire  Station  still  on 
hold,  there  could  be  no  Rirther  delay. 

When  the  renovations  scheduled  for 
this  summer  are  completed,  30-32 
kindergarten  positions  will  be  available, 
a  figure  that  almost  doubles  the  current 
number.  Furthermore,  the  maximum 
enrollment  for  Grade  1  is  38-40. 
Therefore,  each  year,  there  would  be 
6-8  places  available  for  new  students. 

Creating  one-and-a-half  teaching 
positions,  the  second  kindergarten  will 
be  housed  in  the  music  room  which,  in 
turn,  will  be  relocated  to  a  larger  and 
improved  space  in  the  basement  of 
442  Argyle. 


The  kindergarten's  inception,  while 
reflective  of  Selwyn's  mandate,  is  also 
indicative  of  a  larger  trend.  Education  is 
of  highest  priority  to  parents,  who  now 
are  requesting  the  same  academically 
rigorous  and  enriched  programme  for 
their  5-year-olds  as  SHS  has  successfully 
provided  at  all  its  higher  levels.

*T/te  S^rtis^s  Comer  -  Inuit  Influence 


For  the  first  time  ever,  Selwyn  House 
students  have  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  soapstone. 
Both  senior  art  groups,  the  Arts  option 
class  and  the  Art  matric  classes,  are  in 
the  midst  of  sculpting  the  stones. 

We  start  with  a  raw  piece  of 
soapstone,  direct  from  the  mines,  as 
would  the  Inuit.  The  arts  option  class  is 
doing  reliefs  on  flat,  thin  stones.  After 
looking  at  pictures  of  Inuit  sculptures 
and  drawings,  the  boys  draw  their 
designs  on  either  or  both  sides  of  the 
stone.  They  then  carve  around  the 
designs  to  create  the  relief  effect.  Flat 
screwdrivers  and  other  tools,  even  nails,

are  used.  Reliefs  have  to  be  made  quite 
deep,  as  sanding  and  polishing  remove 
depth. 

The  larger  chunks  of  stone  used  by 
the  Art  matric  class  are  shaped  using 
files,  hammers  and  screwdrivers.  By 
looking  carefully  into  the  stone,  the 
students  discover  what  is  to  be  carved 
depending  on  its  shape. 

When  the  boys  are  satisfied  with 
their  shapes  and  designs,  they  sand  the 
stones  with  different  grades  of  wet  and 
dry  sandpaper  until  most  of  the 
scratches  disappear.  The  stones  are  then 
polished  with  a  non-toxic  gel  that  brings 
out  the  natural  colours  and  grains. 


The  result  is  a  sculpture  that  will  be 
prized  by  the  students  and  their 
families.
